Imperi- 
alism yet remains a dangerous force; it is des- 
perately trying to save itself from doom. 
' Today, U.S. imperialism is the chief force of 
aggression and war in the international arena. 
The imperialists led by the United States of 
America continue armaments expansion and they 
set up aggressive military blocs and military 
bases against the socialist countries in different 
parts of the globe. 

Today, the U.S. imperialists who still occupy 
the southern part of our country are running 
amuck in colonial plunder and preparations for 
another war. They are working madly to set up 
an aggressive ‘‘Northeast Asian Military Alli- 
ance.”’ In this game the Japanese militarists 
whom U.S. imperialism has revived to make its 
“shock brigade’ for aggression in Asia, are to 
piay an active role. More, they are to be group- 
ed with the South Korean Pak Jung Hi military 
fascist clique. 

The U.S. imperialists are taking a hand in 
massacring the South Vietnamese people. They 
have hurled thousands of soldiers and shipped a 
large amount of latest combat materials into 
South Vietnam. 

Then in Indonesia the U.S. imperialists are 
ccenspiring with the Dutch colonialists in an at- 
tempt to obstruct the liberation of West Irian by 
the Indonesian people. 

Now U.S. imperialism has appeared on the 
African scene pushing aside old colonialists—the 
British, French, Belgian, Portuguese and others, 
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wearing the mask of a “friend” of the African 
peoples. The U.S. imperialists have set up what 
they call ‘’Peace Corps’’ and “‘Food Programme | 
for Peace” to invade Africa in an underhanded 
way. 

U.S. imperialism, the ringleader of aggression 
—a synonym of plunder, menace and war—is re- 
sorting to every conceivable, criminal trick to | 
prolong its fast ebbing life. 


However, the peoples of Asia, Africa and 
Latin America are waging an energetic struggle | 
for freedom and independence against U.S. im- | 
perialism, the ringleader of aggression and the 
chief bulwark of colonialism. 

The Japanese people, who are waging a stub- 
born struggle for genuine independence, peace 
and democracy, against the occupation of Japan 
by the U.S. imperialist aggressive army and the 
Japan-U.S. military alliance, are fighting the 
Japanese militarists who are sét to invade South 
Korea again with the blessings of U.S. imperial- — 
ism. Millions of the Japanese working: people are 
coupling their vigorous struggle for rights. to life 
with the struggle against the ‘‘South Korea- 
Japan Talks” and the U.S. military bases. The 
Japanese Communist Party, the Socialist Party 
and other democratic forces in Japan are taking 
an active part in this struggle. 


The peoples of South Vietnam, Laos and In- 
donesia know by experience that only a decisive 
struggle can smash imperialism and bring them 
freedom and national independence. No wonder 
then they have chosen to take up arms and wage 
a heroic struggle for thwarting the provocative 
machinations of U.S. imperialism and its lackeys. 


The South Vietnamese people are consolidating 
the liberated areas.

imperialists and their lackeys in Southeast Asia 
are, they will only hasten their self-destruction. 


In Laos, too, the U.S. army and the rebel 
army are receiving heavy blows from the peo- 
ple’s armed forces. The Indonesian people are 
continuing their righteous struggle for liberating 
West Irian, smashing vicious schemes of U.S. 
imperialism and the Dutch colonialists. 

Entire Africa is being swept by the strong 
flames of the national liberation struggle. The 
African people have come to know clearly only 
positive struggle will win them freedom and in- 
dependence. 


The Algerian people have at last emerged vic- 
torious in their heroic struggle against French 
colonialism. The people of Angola are fighting 
the Portuguese colonialists. Then in the Congo a 
strenuous struggle is being waged against the 


Belgian colonialists in spite of the vicious machi- 


nations of U.S. imperialism. In Uganda, people 
attained an internal self-government after a pro- 
tracted fight against the British colonialists. 


In the Central African Federation a resolute 
struggle of the people for national independence 
against the British colonialists is now growing. 
The Southern Rhodesian people are carrying on 
a nation-wide campaign initiated by the African 
People’s Union for boycotting the so-called ‘“‘re- 
ferendum”’, intensifying the armed struggle with 
the northern region as the base. In Northern 
Rhodesia under the leadership of the United Na- 
tional Independence Party of Northern Rhodesia 
thousands took part in the freedom march de- 
manding independence. The struggle is geiting 
fierce also in Nyasaland. The persistent struggle 
of the people in the Central African Federation 
is shaking the British colonialists’ ruling system 
in this region to its foundation. 


The people’s fight for national liberation is 
also flaring up in Zanzibar. The representative 
of the Zanzibar Nationalist Party in Havana stat- 
ed that “‘the Zanzibar Nationalist Party is firmly 
determined not only to liquidate imperialism but 
to defend the country from the encroachment of 
neo-colonialism with U.S. imperialism as the 
Tingleader.’’ This is a stexyn indictment of U-S. 
Imperialism, the aggressive claws of which are 
being extended to Africa. 

The intrigue that the U.S. government 
against Cuba at Punta de] Este 
boomeranged. The Latin American people’s anti- 
U.S. sentiments have been all the more heighten- 
€d. Through their experiences the Latin Ameri- 
Can people know that Kennedy’s_ so-called 


‘peace programme” and “alliance for progress’”’ 
are nothing but tools of aggression. 


The Meeting of the Representatives of the 
Latin American Peoples and the Second General 
Assembly of the Cuban People held in Havana 
in answer to the new U.S. move, demonstrated 
the firm determination of the Latin American 
people to fight resolutely against U.S. imperial- 
ism, 

A few days after the Havana meeting, a big 
mass rally was held in Santiago, Chile, where 
the U.S. move against Cuba was roundly deno- 
unced, and full support to the Second Havana 
Declaration was proclaimed. Political parties, 
sccial organizations, workers, peasants, students 
and other sections of the people held rallies and 
anti-U.S. demonstrations in many parts of Latin 
America—Equador, Uruguay, Venezuela, Argen- 
tina, Guatemala, El Salvador, Honduras, Nicara- 
gua, Costa Rica, Panama, etc. The enraged mas- 
ses’ anti-U.S. sentiment has burst into uprisings 
in several countries. Riots have taken place aga- 
inst U.S. imperialism and the pro-American dic- 
tatorial regimes. 

In the Dominican Republic a vigorous strug- 
gle of the people against U.S. imperialism and 
dictatorial regime keeps going on. In Guatemala 
the “‘November 13’’ Guerrilla Front of Guatemala 
issued recently a statement in which it condem- 
ned the pro-American Ydigoras government and 
reaffirmed the determination to maintain the arm- 
ed struggle against it. In Venezuela, too, a 
guerilla warfare is being waged against the U.S. 
backed regime. 

Despite coersicn, bribery, deception employed 
by U.S. imperialism, Brazil, Mexico, Bolivia and 
other countries refused to break off diplomatic 
relations with Cuba. Chile concluded with Cuba 
a new trade agreement and in Brazil a U.S. tele- 
phone company was confiscated. 

The U.S. attempt to strangle the Cuban re- 
volution and continue to hold South America as 
its “backyard” for plunder has been shattered 
to pieces. 

The Latin American people say that it is not 
Cuba that has “‘exported’”’ a ‘‘revolution’”’ but it 
is U.S. imperialism that exports ‘‘counter-revolu- 
tion’ for enslaving the peoples of the other coun- 
tries. The Latin American people say it is not 
Cuba that is “menacing” the American continent 
but it is U.S. imperialism that is menacing free- 
dom and independence of the. peoples of the A- 
merican continent. 

The aggressive manoeuvres of imperialists and 
colonialists in various countries, the U.S. includ- 
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ed, are meeting a strong opposition in their coun-. 


tries, too. The people are fighting the despotism 
of monopolists and the rampancy of fascism. The 
people demand rights to life, democracy and so- 
cial progress. The number of large-scale strikes 
and demonstrations of the labouring masses keeps 
growing in the United States, Britain, France, 
Italy, West Germany, and Japan. 

As facts prove, U.S. imperialism which is 
seeking to maintain the colonial predatory system 
has become the focus of the furious indignation 
of the people in different parts of the world. The 


imperialists and colonialists never present free- 
dom on a silver platter to the colonial peoples. 
Nor will they leave of their own free will and 


accord the countries they are exploiting. The 
aggressors must be made to go. Positive struggle 
should be waged to drive them out. 


Hundreds of millions of peoples in Asia, Afri- 


ca, Latin America attained independence only 
through the vigorous struggle against imperial- 
ism. 


Today U.S. imperialism is reinforcing its agg- 
ressive troops and puppet army in South Korea; 
it has shipped atomic and rocket weapons into 
South Korea. It has repeatedly staged provoca- 
tive atomic war manoeuvres near the military 
demarcation line. 

The U.S. aggressive troops’ occupation of South 
Korea is the root cause of all miseries the Kore- 
ar people are suffering. U.S. imperialism is the 
principal enemy of the Korean revolution. It is 
the sworn enemy of the Korean people.

EVENTEEN years have passed since _ libera-

This territorial 
division of Korea is caused by the U.S. imperi- 
alists who, having occupied South Kcrea, have 
been obstructing in every way the unification of 
Korea.

They intentionally wrecked the 
work of the Joint U.S.S.R.-U.S. Commission for 
implementing the decision of the Moscow Meet- 
ing of Three Foreign Ministers on Korea which 
provided for the establishment of Korea as an in- 
dependent democratic state, brought the Korean 
question before the U.N. and set up the Syngman 
Rhee puppet regime in South Korea by usurping 
the U.N. signboard. Then in the hope of attain- 
ing their aggressive design the U.S. imperialists 
launched a war of aggression against the Korean 
people.

The U.S. imperialists should have drawn due 
lessons from their defeat in the Korean war. 

But the U.S. imperialists have persistently 
worked for permanent division of Korea, refus- 
ing to fulfil the duties provided for in the Kore- 
an Armistice Argeement envisaging the conver- 
sion of the Korean armistice into a durable peace. 

The U.S. imperialists have all along turned 
down the just proposals on the country’s  unifica- 
tion made repeatedly by the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. They rejected even the offer 
of the Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea to relieve the unemployed, 
sufferers from calamities and waifs and strays 
in South Korea, and to. grant scholarship to the 
South Korean youth eager for school education. 
They bar correspondence between the parents 
and children, husbands and wives, brothers and 
Sisters living apart in North and South Korea. 

The U.S. imperialists, who obstruct in every 
Way Korea’s unification, the unanimous desire of 
the Korean people, have turned South Korea 
into a colony, a military base, ruined the South 
Korean economy and brought to the South Ko- 
Tean people the “‘worst privations in 4,000 years.” 

Great numbers of people have been slaughter- 
ed by the American brutes in South Korea. South 
Korea has become a living hell, a land of 
famine, poverty, terror and tyranny. 

But the situation is quite different in the 
North. Thanks to the correct policy of the Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea, people in the North, in a 
Short space of time after the war, healed the 
severe war wounds, brought an end to the centu- 
‘les-old backwardness and have laid a firm foun- 
lation of the independent national economy. The 
mtire people are now dashing at the speed of 
Chullima towards the eminence of socialism.

The diametrically different pictures in the 
North and South add to the urgency of the coun- 
try’s unification. 

The only way of saving the South Korean e- 
conomy from ruin is to rely on the powerful 
economy in the North, 

The South Korean people who have suffered 
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much under the U.S. imperialist occupation are 
firmly convinced that they can not free themsel- 
ves from the sufferings and misfortunes unless 
they drive the U.S. impevialist aggressors out of 
South Korea, unless the country is unified by 
the Koreans themselves. 

For this reason, the South Korean people rose 
up in the national salvation struggle against U-S. 
imperialism. They knocked out at a stroke the 
U.S. imperialists’ puppet Syngman Rhee. 

This serves to show that the U.S. imperialists 
can no longer cover up their criminal acts in 
South Korea, no longer thwart the people’s as- 
piration by the spurious propaganda about a 
“‘show-window of democracy.” 

In face of the revolutionary activities of the 
South Korean people who, convinced of the just- 
ness of their cause, displayed their united force. 
the U.S. imperialists threw off the mask of 
“democracy’’ and set up a military fascist rule. 

The military rogues under the instigation of 
U.S. imperialism are riding roughshod over 
South Korea. Tyranny and slaughter are the rule. 
Economy is declining from bad to worse. 

The U.S. imperialists called the South Korean 
people’s struggle fior freedom and democracy an 
“abuse of liberty.”’ They extol the military fas- 
cists’ tyranny as ‘“‘an inspiring example,” as “a 
symbol of progress.” 

It is the hackneyed practice of the imperialists 
to seek an excuse for suppression. They describe 
the people’s struggle for freedom, independence 
ard class emancipation as ‘menace of com- 
munism”’ or ‘‘communist aggression.” 

Today the U.S. imperialists are busy expanding 
armaments in preparation for another war. 


What is the ‘“‘menace of communism’’ in South 
Korea the U.S. imperialists noisily talk about? 

Here is what a special correspondent of the 
French paper Le Monde in Tokyo wrote after his 
visit to South Korea: ‘‘The military revolution 
was staged, according to generals, to combat 
communism. The government begian rounding up 
communist agents in South Korea. Who, then, are 
the communist agents? I saw two communist 
agents while touring the villages. I think I can 
name them. One is poverty and the other famine.” 

Trumpeting the spurious slogans, the U.S, im- 
perialists continue to ship into South Korea new 
type weapons in gross violation of the Korean 
Armistice Agreement and are engaged in military 
provocative acts to create tension.

Such U.S. aggressive machinations and war 
provocation have become more intensified in South 
Korea since Kennedy came into power. 


Kennedy has driven South Korea into the caul- 
dron of military fascism; he has reinforced the 
U.S. aggressive troops stationed in South Korea 
and is desperately stepping up the policy of draw- 
ing the South Korean people into another fratri- 
cidal war. 


Kennedy, the executor of the U.S. imperialists’ 
aggressive policy and the number one servant of 
the Wall Street warmongers, is the Korean peo- 
ple’s nefarious enemy who suppresses the struggle 
of the South Korean people for the country’s uni- 
fication and turns South Korea into a hotbed of a 
new war, stationing the U.S. aggressive troops 
there for long.

In March this year the World Federation of 
Trade Unions sent out an appeal in connection 
with the 12th anniversary of June 25, the day

G REAT changes have taken place in the coun- 
try’s coal industry. 

The Third Party Congress (April 1956) called 
for concentrating materials and technical forces 
on the existing major coal mines. Ever since then 
the coal mines have been expanded and their 
technical equipment greatly improved. Large coal 
mines such as Shinchang, Aoji and others have 
been reconstructed and expanded on an up-to-date 
line. Compared with 1956, in 1960 the number 
of coal mines with an annual production capacity 
of over 300,000 tons increased from 3.4 per cent 
to 40 per cent of the total. 

Large quantities of latest machines and equip- 
ment that the powerful machine-building industry 
turned out for the mining industry greatly forti- 
fied the coal mines technically. In 1960 as against 
1956, the increase of major equipment was as 
follows: 1.8-fold; drills, 4.8-fold; 
conveyors, about 4-fold; winches, 1.4-fold; and 


compressors, 
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tram-cars, 2.1-fold. The level of mechanization 
has been raised markedly and the advanced coal 
hewing methods have been widely adopted. 

As a result, in 1960 the gross coal .output, was 
10,620,000 tons,- or 2.7 times greater than in 
1956, and in 1961 it was 11 per cent more than 
in the previous year. 

All this bespeaks that the fuel base of the 
country has been consolidated still further and its 
technical foundation strengthened considerably. 

From coal our country now turns out chemical 
fibres, synthetic rubber and other chemical pro- 
ducts in large quantities. 

Especially, during the Seven-Year Plan period 
it is expected that metal and chemical industries 
will grow rapidly, the railway haulage increase 
immensely, the people’s demand for fuel rise, 
large-scale thermo-power stations will be built, 
and gasification of coal be stepped up, all of 
which demands a steep rise in coal output. 


Accordingly, scaling the height of 15 million tons 
of coal this year, the second year of the Seven- 
Year Plan, is of great significance. The success- 
ful accomplishment of this task will.go a long 
way towards fully meeting the growing require- 
ment of the national economy for coal. 

At the Fourth Congress (September 1961) of 
the Workers’ Party of Korea, Comrade 
Kim Il Sung pointed out the task before the 
fuel industry as follows: 

“As for the fuel industry, in order to rapidly 
increase coal output, investment should be con- 
centrated on coal mines which have large depo: 
sits and favourable condition for mining. Capital 
construction should be stepped up at each coal 
niine so as to complete basically the building of 
main permanent pits. All mines should raise in 
every possible way the level of mechanization 
and carry on vigorously a_ technical innovation 
movement beginning with an extensive applica- 
tion of the method of hydraulic extraction. Thus 
annual coal output should be increased is 
23,000,000-25,000,000 tons toward the end or 
the Seven-Year Plan.”’ 

For 15 million tons of coal, a series of mea- 


sures have been taken: the wide introduction of 
new technology and mechanization, reinforcement 
of technical equipment, training of more technical 
personnel, expansion of coal mines, and improve- 
ment of the guidance to the mines suitable to the 
changing reality. . 

It has already become a practice to work out 
plans on the basis of strict evaluation of the 
actual conditions, then find out ways for the 
successful implementation of the plans and inten- 
sify the technical guidance to production. 

At all coal mines the task and duty of each 
production unit are correctly defined and the 
extraction plans examined and adopted by the 
collective. At the same time administrative work 
and technical management are steadily improved. 

In 1962, also, the Party’s iine of giving 
precedence to tunnelling before hewing and con- 
centrating efforts on the 
will be strictly adhered to. Funds for capital con- 
struction and technical force will be focused on 
major coal mines: Aoji, Kokunwon, Kocham, 
Kowon, Ryongdeung and Anjoo which will be 
expanded to a capacity of one million tons each, 
and Shinchang coal mine, two million tons. At

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present more permanent pits are being built in

Premier Kim Il Sung’s personal guidance to their 
mine in the latter part of December last year, 
the Anjoo coal miners resolved to produce one 
million tons of coal. They challenged the entire 
workers in the coal industry to an emulation 


drive for increased production. Responding to 
this call, flames of the emulation drive are 


flaring up in all coal mines. A ‘“‘campaign for 
hewing 10,000 tons of coal a month per hewing 
face’’ and many innovation movements are being 
actively waged. 


In January 1962 the 
mines under the Heavy Industry Commission 
produced 7,500 tons more coal than last 
December or over 97,000 tons more than that in 
January last year. And the main tunnelling 
exceeded the plan by 250 metres and the 
preliminary tunnelling by 2,600 metres. A high- 
speed tunnelling movement is also being waged 
in the major coal mines to tunnel 500 metres a 
month. In February the workers in the field of 
the coal industry produced 60,000 tons more coal 
than in February last year. Every day they hew-

ed an average of 300 tons more coal than in the 
previous month.

“Water gushing out from the hose was breaking 
the coal wall and the broken coal, segregated from 
water, was being dumped onto the chain conveyor 
and conveyor belts. 


“The collier who had accompanied us asked the 
platoon leader about the results in the morning. 


“We have almost finished today's quota, Comrade 
manager,’ answered the platoon leader. 


“We wondered at first, but soon things became 
clear to us. We had learned at the office that the 
manager had been at the stall to direct and help 
miners in mapping out plans, reconditioning the con- 
veyor belts, using to greater efficiency the machines 
and establishing work system and order. 


“In this way, work system at the colliery was re- 
organized in accordance with the teachings Comrade 
Kim Il Sung gave at the Daian Electric Appliances 
Factory during his personal guidance. As a result of 
the reorganization of work system, coal output sharply 
increased at this colliery. 


“The manager took us round the colliery. 


“While visiting the An Ik company of pit No. 8 
we saw for ourselves the implementation of the Par- 
ty policy of giving preference to tunnelling in coal 
hewing. 

“To undertake tunnelling in advance is felt more 
urgent at this colliery for beating the target of one 
million tons of coal this year. 


“Miners of the An Ik company are in the van of 
the struggle for undertaking tunnelling in advance. 
They proposed new work methods for speeding up 
tunnelling and new ideas for technical innovations, 
These proposals were promptly introduced in tun- 
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nefling. 

“They improved labour organization in such a way 
as to simultaneously undertake two or three opera- 
tions of drilling holes, charging explosives, blasting 
and transport. They are working strenuously to step 
up hydraulic funneliing. The number of blestings in 
ene shiff has risen from one to three. With creative 
enthusiasm and devoted endeavour, in January they 
tunnelled more than 500 metres, exceecing the target. 

“The example of this company is followed by other 
companies, which now do two blastincs in one shift 
and have increased the tunnelling speed 1.5-2 times. 

“Everywhere we visited we saw the active endea- 
vour of miners. 

“As the mechanization of work is being stepped 
up and the tunnelling is undertaken in advance, it 
has been made possible to increase the daily hew- 
ing capacity to 3,500 tons. 

“Miners take good care of coal conveying facili- 
ties, and spare parts are being supplied in advance. 
As a result, the utility rate of coal conveying facili- 
ties has gone up 10-15 per cent. 

“Things are going off well according to the well 
mapped out plans. Compared with December last 


year, result of tunnelling has nearly doubled and the 
daily output of coal has increased 1.7 times. 

‘In December last year, Comrade Kim II Sung 
came to this colliery and gave personal guidance. He 
instructed: the leading personnel of the colliery 
sheuld rapidly raise their guidance level, a better 
care of equipment be made, technical preparations 
be undertaken in advance, work system be reorganiz- 
ed, and, above all, forces should be concentrated on 
the work in pits. 


“The achievements at the colliery serve to show 
that the colliers here, upholding Comrade Kim 
Il Sung's teachings, are creditably putting into prac- 
tice the resolve they made when they challenged the 
colliers all over the country to an emulation for in- 
creased production.

A Chief Engineer

OT far from Pyongyang, on the 
N lower reaches of the river Tai- 
dong, is located the Daian Electric 
Appliances Factory, 
country’s major electric equipment 
factories. Many cargo boats crowd 
the river port. 


For the rapid development of the 
national economy the electric in- 
dustry must develop above all. Es- 
pecially, this year when the nation 
is posed fo capture the six heights 
(the national economic targets for 
this year), more electricity is need- 
ed. Hence the Party has called for 
new, large-scale hydro- and thermo-

power stations. At the same time 
medium- and small-scale power sta- 
tions are being built on a nation- 
wide scale. 


Workers and technicians of ihe 
Electric Appliances Factory 
are waging a vigorous labour strug- 
gle to turn out more electric equip- 
ment for power stations and various 
branches of the national economy.

It was a biting winter day in 
january this year. Kang Chang Yoon, 
chief engineer, came to the insula- 
tor shop of this factory. 
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Chief engineer Kang Chang Yoon directing the

On the previous night while he 
was studying the results of the daily 
preduction, he noticed that the out- 
put of 9,600-kva transformers, the 
new products, was below the mark. 
And he was told that it was due 
to the insulator shop because it 
failed to produce  insulaters in 
time. 

The chief engineer consulted at 
once the planning department on the 
situatioh in the insulator shop. But 
no satisfactory answer cou'd poe 
found. Everything seemed ail right: 
the insulator shop kad enough 
werkers, materials were supplied 
to them in time, and the workers’ 
enthusiasm was very high. But the 
shop failed fo carry out its quotas. 

The chief engineer Kang Chang 
Yoon had decided to find out the 
reason himself. That was how he 
came to the insulator shop on that 
day. 

He worked with the workers the 
whole day asking now and then 
questions. In the course of the day, 
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he found something strange. Some 
machines stood idle sometimes. To 
his surprise, operators assigned to 
these machines were all skilled 
ones. He was told that they offen 
left their machines to teach the un- 
skilled workers technique. To be 
sure, there were many unskilled 
workers in the insulator shop, the 
majority of them being new hands 
unable to read very well even the 
blueprints. So, the skilled ones were 
spending their time helping the rew 
workers. Now every” thing was 
clear, the chief engineer thought, 
The skilled workers should play eé 
great role in production but they 
were not doing their share. Con- 
sequently, the shop could not car- 
ry out the plans. 

Besides the chief engineer, work- 
ers of the planning and technical 
departments also were at the in- 
sulator shop that day. After a little 
discussion with them on the spot, 
the chief engineer sent eight tech- 
nicians from the technical depart- 
ment to this shop to help the un-

According to the Premier's instruc- 
tions, the planning, production and 
other departments which had been 


formerly under the director were 
made responsible to the chief 
engineer. And the technical, repair 


and maintenance departments re- 
Mained answerable as before to the 
chief engineer. All this makes the 
chief engineer direct not only 
technical affairs but production as 
well,

factory became “commander of the 


factory", and the chief engineer the 
‘chief of the staff" who draws up 
and executes all the "plans of 


_ ©perations" concerning production.

Chang Yoon felt above all he must 
know everything about the factory. 
Every evening when the work was 
over, he, together with members of 
the departments under his control, 
examined closely the daily output 
results. Then he spent much time 
among the workers. 


Since the chief engineer has been 
put in a position to give a unified 
guidance to production as well as 
technical questions, an improvement 
has been made first of all in plann- 
ing. 

In the past the chief 
was only responsible for technical 
questions. His job was to tackle 
technical questions arising in imple- 
menting the plans, which the plann- 
ing department received from the 
upper bodies and gave out to each 
shop. 

But not now! Take for 
the case of drawing up production 
plans for February. 

The chief engineer, the “chief of 
the staff of the factory,"" called a 
meeting, which the members of his

“staff” and leading workers from the 
material supply department and 
every shop attended. They examin- 
ea the draft plans. They studied one 
by one—work conditions, efficiency 
of equipment, technical matters, 1e- 
serve of tools and accessories, etc. 

But the meeting was confronted 
with a difficult problem in the pro- 
duction of 5,000-kw generators. They 
had to use a six-metre turning lathe 
in cutting the generator cases. But 
the lathe was needed for turning 
cut more important products. In a 
case like this, if it had been in 
former days, the production of 
generators would have been pos- 
and the chief engineer 
would simply have’ reported ihe 
matter to the director. 


But things are different at pre- 
sent. He is now the “chief of the 
staff of the factory” who guides all 
the production activities. 

He and the members of his ‘“‘staff’” 


went down to the work shops to 
discuss the problem with the 
workers. In the end a solution was 


found. They would need no turning 
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lathe if the case wes divided into 
parts. A planer could do the cuff- 
ing, and then the parts could be 
welded. But he made sure such 
method would not affect the life of 
the case. Only then he ordered 
designs and _ processing diagrams 
were made and he assigned extra 
welders for the job. Thanks to his 
positive work method, the question 
of producing 5,000-kw generators, 
which was said impossible at first, 
was solved very smoothly. 

Along with this, chief engineer 
Kang Chang Yoon always knows all 
production activities going on in 
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Among workers 


the factory and other questions con- 
cerning production. And he does 
his best to solve knotty problems 
in time. In this he is assisted by his 
“staff’ members. The production 
department is kept well posted on 
how things are moving in’ each 
shop. Workers of the planning and 
technical departments go down 
regularly to work shops to learn 
how production is progressing end 
report to the chief engineer. 
Some time ago, Rim In _ Kook, 
supervisor in the processing shop, 
noticed, while in the shop, rejects 
among the cast materials delivered 


to the shop. It was obvious that the 
new shift would suffer for this, so 
he instantly reported this to the 
production department, and fhe 
production department to the chief 
engineer. Immediately new casts 
were brought to the shop. 


All this is possible because now 
the chief engineer directs all ‘he 
production activities of the factory, 
and plans are drawn up under his 
guidance. To direct effectively all 
production activities he must know 
everything about the factory. That 
is why chief engineer Kang Chang 
Yoon includes in his daily plan 
visits to work places. Every evening 
he holds a meeting to examine the 
results of the day. Busy as he is, 
Kang Chang’ Yoon finds time to 
study the ways for raising produc- 
tion constantly and improve his 
political and technical levels. 


He draws up correctly daily, 
weekly and monthly plans, solves 
difficult problems in time, and takes 
bold measures. In this way he 
directs skilfully the complicated, 
heavy production work. 


The Daian Electric Appliances 
Factory fulfilled as of March 17 the 
plan for the first quarter of this year 
which was 39 per cent greater than 
the actual results in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. It produced 
in the first quarter more than 2,300 
various electric machines including 
75 generators. To attain such success 
and technicians had 14 
overcome many difficulties. And 
there were failures, too. But the 
factory has emerged victorious, And 
the role played by chief engineer 
Kang Chang Yoon, “the chief of 
the staff’ of the factory, was not @ 
small one.

Among many benefits the 
working people receive from the 
state, free education comes first. 


In our country every one has 
free access to education at state 
expense. Today a_ seven-year 
compulsory schooling is enforced 
and it is expected that in the 
near future a nine-year compul- 
sory technical education will 
come into effect. In fact, already 
in 1961 the compulsory techni- 
cal education was effected in 
cities and workers’ districts. 


Before liberation there was no 
higher learning institution in our 
country. But today we count 92 
institutions of higher learning. A 
quarter of the population is 
studying in 8,500 schools at all 
levels. College and _ specialised 
school students are’ given state 
stipends and the entire studenis, 
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from primary school to universi- 
ty, are supplied with uniforms 


by the state. Thanks to the free 
education, our working people do 
not worry about getting an 
education or about the education 
of their children as they do not 
worry about food, clothing, and 
housing. 

Next, the universal free 
medical service has been enforced 
in our country to offer all the 


working people free medical 
treatment. 
The state pays particuiar 


attention to the promotion of 
health of the working people. 
There is no village which does 
rot have a doctor. And the 
number of medical service 
organs is increasing steadily. 


Medicine is given free of 
charge, and all the expenses in- 
cluding the meals are paid by the 
state when one is_ hospitalized. 
No wonder then a foreign journ- 
alist was surprised at seeing no 
cashier when he visited a hospit- 
al in our country. 

As the state earmarks large 


sums for medical work, the scale

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vice has been rapidly extended. 

Compared with 1956, in 1960 
the number of doctors increased 
2 times and that of hospitals and 
clinics 2.9 times. Compared 
with 1960, in 1961 the number 
of clinics increased by 123 and 
that of hospitals with facilities 
for in-patients by 36. Then the 
death rate is steadily decreasing 


and the average span of life is 


now lengthened by 20 years com- 


pared with the pre-liberation 
days. 
The working people of our 


country receive a great benetit 
under social insurance as well. 
Every worker and office 
employee is given without excep- 
tion paid holidays. Every year 
hundreds of thousands of work- 
ing people spend _ holidays at 
rest homes and sanatoria, and all 
their expenses. including the 
meals there are paid by the state. 
In 1960 as against 1956, the 
number of rest homes and sana- 
toria grew 4.3 times and that of 


vacationers increased by more 
than 34,000. 
There are numerous’. Kkinder- 


gartens and creches run with the 
state and social funds. And 
women are provided with ample 
conditions for taking part in 
social labour. They can display 
fully their energy and talent in 
socialist construction. In 1950 
the number of kindergartens and 
creches was 31 times greater 
than in 1956, taking care of 
some 700,000 children. 

The state also contributes to 
the promotion of the well-being 
of the working people through 
pension, subsidies, and cultural 
services. 

Factory and office workers of 
Our country not only get much 
benefit from the state expendi- 
tures for social and cultural 
Services, but are supplied by the 
State with provisions at low 
Prices, almost next to nothing. 
The state purchases grain from

the peasants at the fixed prices in 
due consideration of the incomes 
of the peasants. Then it supplies 
grain to the workers and office 
employees and their families at 
a price next to nothing. 

Our working people are also 
provided with comfortable living 
quarters built by the state. 
Between 1957 and 1960 alone, 
6,220,000 square metres of 
dwelling houses were built in 
towns and 5,060,000 square 
metres of houses in the coun- 
tryside. 

The house rent paid to the 
state is no more than 0.3 per 
cent of average monthly expenses 
of the working people. Even 
when the rent, charges for clec- 


tricity, water, and fuel are added 
they do not exceed 3 per cent. 

The additional income the 
workers and the office workers 
benefit from the state accounts 
for 48 per cent of their real in- 
comes. In other words, our 
workers and office employees re- 
ceive additional benefits from the 
state equal in amount to their 
wages.

South Korean daily Taegu Ilbo reported, “In 
the afternoon of February 13 when the tempera- 
ture fell sharply, six ragged children including 
a baby came to the Taegu police station to see 
their mother who had been jailed for the

Holding bundles of small bedding and 
clothes, the shivering children squatted under 
the wall of the police station peering with 
swollen eyes inside the station. 

Their mother had gone out to get something 
to eat for supper, but she had been locked up 
in jail. So the children did not have anything 
to eat and the two-year-old baby was sleeping 
on the back of its sister, exhausted by crying. 

Those six children are the sons and daught- 
ers of the woman by the name of Kim living 
in a rented “room” under a_ bridge. 

Their father, a boiler stoker, had been 
barely supporting his family. But he lost his 
job after the military coup, and they were 
exposed to constant hunger and hit the bottom 
misery. 

Then the father was dragged out to the -’na- 
tional development construction — site’ in 


provide the people with a more 
bountiful, comfortable life. The 
social funds will continue to in- 
crease in the Seven-Year Plan 
period.

It was in 1939 that I went to Japan with my 
husband. Our life at our native place in Oksan 
Subcounty, Booyu County, South Choongchung 
Province, South Korea, had been  indescribably 
hard, and we wanted to try our luck in Japan. 

But things were little different for us over 
there, and for twenty years we groaned under 
poverty and back-breaking labour. 

On top of that, for years I had had articular 
trouble. After I was confined to bed, our life 
became more miserable. We lived from hand to 
mouth. Seeing a doctor was quite unthinkable, 


and hospitalization was beyond even imagination. 


In December 1959 we said goodbye to the 
hard, humiliating life in Japan and returned by 
the first repatriation boat to the Democratic Peo-

ple’s Republic of Korea, our dear country. 

We settled in Pyongyang, where a comfortable 
apartment was ready for us. 

A new, hope-filled life began 
fatherland. 

The children were admitted right away into 
schools according to their wishes, for which we 
did not have to pay even a penny. They are 
studying on state stipends. 

My eldest son, Ki Chul is now studying at the 
Pyongyang Institute of Internationai Relations, 
and my first daughter Min Hae at the Pyongyang 
Higher Specialised Civil Engineering School. 
She wants to become an architect. Ok Hae, 
another girl, is in the Institute of Fine Arts, 
Kyung Hae, the third girl, in a middle school

The life of our family has been _ stabilised, 
freed from worry about food, clothing, and 
housing.

One day a doctor called at our house unexpec- 
tedly. He examined me. When he finished the 
examination he told me that I need not worry and 
gave me some medicine. 

It happened so suddenly that I didn’t know 
what to think and what to say. 

Gradually the events that happened in Chungjin 
came to my mind. 


When we were at the reception centre in 
Chungjin where our boat docked, I was examined 
by a doctor. The doctor téld me that he would 
write to the Pyongyang Medical Institute Hospit- 
al, so when I got to Pyongyang I should visit the 
hospital for treatment. But I didn’t go to the 
hospital even after my arrival at Pyongyang. 
Now the doctor took the trouble to visit my 
house! 

How kind our medical workers are! I had 
lived in a country where a doctor asks fees 
before examining a patient. 


A few days later another doctor came to take 
me to the hospital, the Pyongyang Medical In- 
stitute Hospital. 

I was deeply moved. Tears welled to my eyes. 
But next moment I hesitated. 

I needed hospitalization all right, but what 
about money’? I figured it would cost us much, so 
I told the doctor I’d rather have treatment at 
home. But the doctor pursuaded me kindly and 
I followed him. 


As I got myself ready for the 
recalled what had taken place in 
ago. 

Once a child of one of my friends had an 
acute case of appendicitis and had to be operat- 
¢d on. The operation was successful but the 
child was not allowed to leave the hospital until 
the fees were paid in full. What a_ time my 
friend had then to raise the money!

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happen in our country. But, still thinking that I _ 
would be asked for money I took some money 
with me. I was told long ago about free medical 
service enforced in our country but somehow it 
was hard to believe. Even if medica] treatment 
was free, I thought, the patients were requested 
to pay at least for meals. 

But I must confess I was simply startled when 
I entered the hospital for the first time in my 
life in our country. 

The hospital facilities were excellent. Especiai- 
ly, all the hospital staff, doctors, nurses and 
nurse-aids were so kind to patients, like their 
family members. This moved me to admiration. 

I stayed nearly one month in the hospital. 

During this period, I was given various expen- 
sive medicines. To my surprise, however, I never 
heard the word “medical fees!’’ Nor was I asked 
to pay anything. On top of this, every day I 
was provided with highly nutritive meals. This 
rather made me feel uneasy, for I feared that 
I would be asked to pay for the meals. Of course, 
cther patients were offered the same food, but 
I thought they all had lots of money. 


One day I asked the nurse-aid to bring me less- 


expensive food. 


The nurse-aid at first gave me a rather dubious 
look, as if she did not understand what I was 
saying. Eventually she understood what I meant 
and told me this: 

The state pays all the expenses including the 
meals during one’s hospitalization. We have free 
medical service system in every sense of the 
word and I need not worry about anything. 

Hearing her, I felt once again how good our 
fatherland is. I could hardly repress the tears. 

Thanks to the solicitude of the state I was 
cured of my old illness without spending even 
a single penny of mine. 

On the day when I was given permission to 
leave the hospital, the hospital offered me 
several kinds of tonics and sent me home by car. 

That evening, when I told my family about the 
hospital, they shouted in chorus: 


“How wonderful! Every one gets medical 


treatment for nothing!’’ Then all stood before the

His youth, unlike that of his chil- 
dren, was a bitter one. 

When he was fifteen years old, 
he had to push a coal-car with his 
father. His father used to say: 

“It is pity to see you aft your 
age underground. You should be 
in school. But, what can | do? Be- 
lieve me, my heart breaks to see 
you here, but we cannot go hungry 
all the time!” 

Yoon Duk Man was big and 
strong for his age. Yet pushing a 
heavy coal-car day in and day out 


was too much for him. His limbs 
became numb with fatigue and his 
whole body ached. When he came 
home from the mine, he ate a bowl 
of thin gruel and slept in a corner 
of the bare room. There was only 
one quilt for the family. A cooking- 
pot and a few broken dishes were 
ali they had. 


When Yoon Duk Man was twenty, 
his father was killed in an accident. 


Mine props collapsed on_ him. 
Yoon Duk Man, heartbroken but 
enraged, demanded the Japanese 


manager of the coal mine to pay 
the funeral expenses. 


But the Japanese manager dis- 
missed him charging Duk Man of 
being a person of undesirable 
ideology. Since then with his moth- 
er and brothers and sisters, he wan- 
dered from one colliery to another 
in the hope of eking out a living 
somehow. He hewed coal and built 
a pit as a casual labourer. Though 
he worked his fingers to the bone, 
they lived from hand to mouth, Joy 
and happiness were beyond his 
reach, 


When the country was liberated 
on August 1945, he was working 
at the Shinchang Youth Coal Mine. 
Under the people’s government he 
tasted for the first time in his life a 
worthy life and joy. He began to 
take an active part in the work of 
the mine. 

Being an expert in every phase 
of coal cutting, he could manage 
everything admirably. Then he stu- 
died hard to make up for what he 
was unable fo do in his youth, 

In December 1946 he became a 
member of the honourable Work- 
ers’ Party of Korea. 


During the post-war reconstruction 
period, he did much as a leading 
miner and later as head of a pit. 
He took the lead in introducing a 
method of coal hewing by jongwall 
working, which boosted coa! output. 
When he became head of the con- 
veyor pit, he succeeded in com- 
pleting the coal transport project 
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only in one month, which was ex- 
pected to take at least six months. 
More he steadily improved the tech- 
nical equipment. As a result the 
coal conveyance capacity increas- 
ed two times. 


In September 1959 the Presidium 
of the Supreme People’s Assembly 
awarded him the honourable title of 
Merited Miner in recognition of 
great service he rendered to the 
state in the post-liberation years. 

He has been working as a collier 
for 38 years. But 17 years of his 
career after the liberation of the 
country have been truly worthwhile, 
hope-filled days for him. He became 
master of the country and a mem- 
ber of the honourable Workers’ 
Party of Korea. And he did his best 
in his work. 


For Yoon Duk Man it is a great 
joy to watch his children grow up 
healthy into reliable builders of the 
country. When his eldest daughter 
was admitted into a higher learning 
institute, Yoon Duk Man unable to 
conceal his gratification said to his 
wife: 


“It seems we have lived to see 
one of our children going to a uni- 
versity. Both of us were denied 
schooling in the past. Buf our 
children are lucky to be born in

this happy era. Just think we have 
four children studying now, And 
we don't pay anything for that eith- 
er. How much we owe to the state!” 
When the children come home 
from school, they often discuss what 
they have learnt and help each 
other in their study, Yoon Duk Man 
joins them and learns from them. 
Acting upon the Party's teaching 
that no further advance will be made 
without technology, he began fo 
study the basic theories of mathe- 
matics and physics. Technicians are 
his teachers while he is at tne work- 
place and his children at home. 
One time he lay in a_ hospital 
with a bad case of influenza. The 
entire nation was pressing towards 


the pre-schedule implementation of © 


the First Five-Year Plan. At first he 
refused this, saying that it was not 
right for an able-bodied man to 
stay in a hospital, But the doctor 
said "Nol" Of course, he received 
free medical treatment. Before libera- 
tion, he was once seriously injured 
when he was buried in fa!ling coal 
and once he lay in bed for nearly 
one month due to a prop falling. 
Then he could not receive any me- 


dical treatment. Poverty-stricken, he. 


could not go to any hospital. 


Now Yoon Duk Man and his 


family live in a cozy house on the 


slope of a hill a little away off the 


colliers’ settlement. A crystal-clear 
brook flows down by the house sur- 
rounded by a thick wood. Both his 
eldest son and daughter have nice 
houses in the workers’ settlement. 


Before long Yoon Duk Man will 
have a grandchild. It is hard at pre- 
sent to guess what the grandchild 
will become. A future technician or 
an artist? But one thing is clear for 
Yoon Duk Man. His grandchild’s 
future will be more resplendent 
than aft present. 


In September last year he attend- 
ed the Fourth Congress of the 
Workers’ Party of Korea. When he 
came back from the Congress with 
redoubled energy he said to his 


colleagues that at the Congress 
Comrade Premier wished all the 
colliers to increase the annual na- 


tional coal output to 23-25 million 
tons by the end of the Seven-Year 
Plan by intensifying mechanization 
and bringing about technical inno- 
vations actively. Then he urged them 
to produce at least 3 million tons 
of coal. And now he is no less ac- 
tive than the young ones.

Every time | think of his words, an event that took 
2 place in June 1933 comes back to my mind. At the 
§ Party's directives Comrade Kim II Sung went to hold 
& negotiations with Wu I-cheng’s unit of the Chinese 
national salvation army. 


_ Comrade Kim Il Sung accompanied by some 50 
men went with a red flag flying at the head of the 
column to Luozukou where Wu _ I-cheng’s national 
_ Salvation army unit was stationed. Comrade Kim 
3 Il Sung did this at the risk of his life. It was only for 
the revolution. 


It was really dangerous for the Korean communists 
__ 40 go in small number to a place where thousands of 
‘the national salvation army men were stationed. In 
a those days the Chinese national salvation armymen 
killed the Korean communists at sight. 


No one, therefore, even dreamed of doing any- 
hing like this except the revolutionaries of courage 
and determined character who are ready to sacrifice 
‘€ven their own lives for the revolution and who are 
_ Prepared to defend their stand as being communists 
‘Aotwithstanding the danger they may face. 


At the same time relations between the Korean 
communists and the Chinese anti-Japanese units were 
very strained. 

From ihe day of their occupation of Manchuria the 
Japanese imperialists had done everything to suppress 
the anti-Japanese units that had dropped away from 
Chang Hsiao-liang’s army to fight Japanese imperial- 
ism. The Japanese imperialists were most afraid of 
co-operation of the Korean anti-Japanese partisan 
units with the Chinese national salvation army. The 
Japanese imperialists feared that should the com- 
munists win over the national salvation army units, 
the anti-Japanese forces would be strengthened to a 
dangerous degree to hold the Japanese forces in 
Manchuria by the neck. 

No wonder then the Japanese imperialists did 
everything to sow the seed of discord between the 
communists and the Chinese national salvation army. 
To this end, the Japanese staged what is known as 
the ‘Wanpaoshan incident." And they loudly adver- 
tised: “The Korean people are Japanese stooges" or 
“the Communist Party is trying to disarm the national 
salvation army." They tried madly to drive a wedge 
between Koreans and Chinese. 

The national salvation armymen were ideologically 
unawakened. They became an easy prey to the 
enemy's trick and in the end became very hostile 
towards the partisan units. They shot the Korean peo- 
ple accusing them of being the Japanese “hench- 
men" or “Korean Communist Party members.” 

On top of this, the “Minsaingdan" which the Japa- 
nese imperialists set up to wreck the partisan units 
from within and the sectarian elements who came out 
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with ultra-leftist slogans danced to the tune of the 
Japanese imperialists, a tune of sowing the seeds of 
discord between the Korean and Chinese people. 

“Minsaingdan” and_ sectarian elements giving a 
twist to the Party line on the united anti-Japanese 
front said “Coalition with the national salvation army 
should be established only at lower levels” or ‘We 
should get the national salvation army soldiers to kill 
their chiefs and come over to us." In short they 
wanted the Chinese national salvation army to be- 
come all the more hostile to the communists. 

The upper strata of the national salvation army 
stood originally for landlords and capitalist class aiid 
consequently they were lukewarm in their stand 
against Japanese imperialism. To make matters worse, 
as the enemy's machination became increasingly vici- 
ous, the upper strata of the national salvation army 
was posed to fight the communists instead of the 
Japanese imperialists. Then some of them wavered 
and were about to surrender to the enemy. 

Unless something was done, the national salvation 
army, a great anti-Japanese force, would face dissolu- 
tion, and subsequently the communists alone 
would have to fight the mighty Japanese imperialists. 
Then the revolutionary movement in Northeast China 
would become more difficult. 


Under the circumstances it was urgent for the com- 
munists to form a united anti-Japanese front with the 
national salvation army and strengthen solidarity with 
them for the development of the revolution. As a 
matter of fact, many communists were dispatched to 
work with the national salvation army and every ef- 
fort was directed to strengthening solidarity with 
them. And there were many communists who did 
work with the Chinese soldiers. Some had given even 
their lives. But relations with the national salvation 
army improved little. 


At times like these, activities of the sectarian ele- 
ments became all the more vicious. 

Kim Myung Kyoon wormed his way into the Wang- 
ching county Party committee and headed the mili- 
tary affairs department. He belonged to the Tuesday 
Group and was a Japanese stooge. He desperately 
attempted to drive a wedge in the relations between 
the Korean and Chinese peoples. 

There was a new partisan member who had come 
over to the partisan unit from the Japanese “security 
corps.” 

This man was still weak in his political conscious- 
ness. One time he had gone into an enemy occupied 
area. He was so hungry but he had no money to 
buy food. In the end he ate a meal at a restaurant 
without paying. Upon returning to the camp, he con- 
fessed. What did Kim Myung Kyoon do? He had this 
new partisan shot then and there! That was not all. 
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He shot Chinese partisan members at random under 
various pretexts. 

Some Chinese members who had witnessed this, got 
frightened and ran away from the partisan unit to join 
the Kuan unit, a Chinese national salvation army, that 
was stationed near-by. They told the people: “The 
partisans kill off the Chinese for no reason.” 

It goes without saying this incident worsened great- 
ly the already bad relations between the partisan 
units and the national salvation army. 

The Kuan unit killed Kim Eun Shik and four other 
Koreans, who had been with the unit. Comrade Kim 
Eun Shik was a member of the anti-Japanese partisan 
units and was dispatched by the partisan units to 
work with the Chinese anti-Japanese units. Then he 
was chief of the ‘staff of the Kuan army. Then Tung 
Shan-hao unit, another national salvation army _ unit, 
went so far as to arrest and kill 33 men of a partisan 
unit's flying column including Li Kwang, its leader 
and a true communist. 

This evoked deep wrath and indignation on the part 
of the anti-Japanese partisan units. The members de- 
manded that Tung Shan-hao unit be punished and 
disarmed. 

Things looked very serious. 

Though the Chinese anti-Japanese units were weak 
in their stand, they were fighting Japanese imperial- 
ism. Therefore, to have antagonistic relations with 
them would mean a great loss to the revolution. 

For the revolution the partisan units must show 
magnanimity to overcome misunderstanding and en- 
mity. There must be a united anti-Japanese front for- 
med with the national salvation army, and the Korean 
and Chinese peoples must get together to fight the 
Japanese imperialists, their common enemy. 

This difficult but important task should be carried 
out without fail for the revolution. To solve this 
knotty problem a person who would risk willingly 
his life was urgently wanted, an able revolutionary 
who was full prepared ideologically and_ politically. 

At that time Comrade Jin Han Jang concealing his 
identity joined the Wu I-cheng unit. He was secre- 
tary of the unit, but he was unable to untie the hard 
knot. In the end he sent a message: “The situation 
is very urgent. Only Comrade Kim II Sung can save 
the situation.” ¢ 


On this subject much discussion took place in the 
East Manchurian Special Committee. But everyone 
was so concerned about Comrade Kim Il Sung’s 
safety, no final conclusion could be reached. 

Comrade Kim II Sung determined to go to the Wu 
I-cheng unit personally. This is what he said: 

"Chinese anti-Japanese national salvation army be- 
cause of its political immaturity does not comprehend 
the character of our just struggle against Japanese 


imperialism. They even kill Korean communists, How- 
ever, we must approach them and expose the cunning 
tricks of the Japanese imperialists, who are set { 
drive a wedge in our relations with them. We should 
make them see that the Japanese imperialists are the 
inveterate enemy of both the Korean and Chinese 
peoples. We must set examples for them through our 
own activities and struggles. Then they, too, will follow 
us and fight the Japanese imperialists like we do. 

“In their relations with the people, too, their flagrant 
predatory nature can be reformed, if we persuade 
and educate them perseveringly. A united front with 
the Chinese anti-Japanese national salvation army is 
quite possible and it is a revolutionary task calling 
for urgent solution. li we give up this task because 
it is a difficult one, it is not the stand of genuine 
revolutionaries...” 

We were greatly stirred by his lofty character as a 
revolutionary: For the revolution he was ready to 
risk even his life. He was ready to go through any- 
thing, if it was for the revolution. 

Our confidence in him was deepened, our respect 
for him heightened. Again we pledged ourselves to 
follow him till death. 


Every one of us volunteered to accompany him. 
1, too, wanted most earnestly to go with him and | 
was accepted. 

When we thought of going with him to protect 
him, we thought nothing of the danger. On the con- 
trary, all were at ease. 

At that time the Wu I-cheng unit held Luotzukou 
city temporarily. 
Riding on a horse, Comrade Kim II Sung, the then 
regimental commander and political commissar, made 
a gallant entry into Luotzukou city at the head of the 
columns that were marching flying a red flag and 
with their trumpets sounding. 

_ He seemed to be least concerned about any pos- 
sible danger. He was composed and _ undisturbed. 
We marched stately towards the Headquarters of 
the Wu I-cheng unit. Perhaps struck by our imposing 
appearance and dignity, the anti-Japanese unit sol- 
diers were dumb-founded and did not attempt to ap- 
_ proach us. : 
Even Wu I-cheng and his officers could not take 
lightly the presense of Comrade Kim il Sung, his bold 
and daring move. 

When they were told that we were there for talks 
they talked among themselves for some time. Then 
_ trying very hard to conceal their surprise, they came 
uf with a well-let's-hear attitude. 


Made no secret of his dislike of Korean communisis. 
But Comrade Kim II Sung, calm and dignified, 
treated them politely. 


At first Wu I-cheng relying on his strong forces 


War-lords of the Wu I-cheng unit, too, had gone 
through many battles. But they could not but face 
Comrade Kim I] Sung with full respect and politeness 
for his gentle but firm revolutionary character. 

Comrade Kim Il Sung spoke in fluent Chinese. 
Every word was to the point. His well-founded conten- 
tion and intelligence, strategy and spirit won Wu I- 
cheng’s admiration. Comrade Kim I! Sung held the 
whole face of the revolution at his finger tips. 


At first Wu I-cheng tried to hold on his narrow 
views. Now and then he shook his head. However, 
eventually he was deeply moved by Comrade Kim 
I} Sung’s noble ideas and sound logic. 


At last won over by the clear logic and noble bear- 
ing of Comrade Kim I] Sung, he gave his promise 
of friendship and co-operation. } 

Wu I-cheng and others held Comrade Kim I] Sung

In South Korea the U.S. imperialists establish- 
ed a colonial fascist rule and are indulging in 
economic plunder. They commit all kinds of 
provocations and raise war clamours.

The so-called U.S. “aid” is one of the most 
cherished tools of the U.S. imperialists for shackl- 
ing other peoples.

In this South Korea furnishes more vivid proof 
than any other place. 


With the “‘aid’’ as a bait, the U.S. imperialists 
concluded a series of unequal agreements with 
the South Korean puppet regime to enforce a 
colonial rule in South Korea. 


Under the so-called ‘““ROK-U.S. Eccnomic and 
Technical Agreement’? the U.S. imperialists have 
assumed unrestricted right to study and reexamine 
the economic plans of the puppet government 
while the puppet South Korean regime is obliged 
to give all information to its master— U.S. impe- 
rialists. To all intents and purposes South Korea

is ruled by the U.S. ambassador in Seoul, the

The puppet regime is not empowered tv fix even 
electric charges without consulting and getting a 
nod from them. When it comes to a matter like 
the budget, the puppets in South Korea are 

helpless. : 

Posing as a “‘benefactor” U.S. imperialism has 
pumped huge sums for military purposes and 
colonial excess profits out of the South Korean 
people. In the meantime every effort has been 
made to strengthen the military bases for launch- 
ing a new war in Korea. 

According to the U.S. aggressors, the cost for 
a puppet soldier is no more than one twenty- 
fifth of that for a U.S. soldier. The U.S. imperial- 
ists keep expanding the puppet army, and the 
people are burdened with a heavier load of taxes 
and levies. In fact during the past eight years 
after the war, the burden of the South Korean 
people has become ten times heavier. 

To meet the ever-growing military expenditure

More, colonial one-sided- 
hess has become worse. 
_ At present the industrial production level of 
South Korea has dropped to two-thirds compared 
‘With the days of Japanese rule. More than 80 per 
‘ cent of industrial goods consumed in South Korea 
has to be imported. 
The textile industry which occupies nearly 40 
Per cent of the output value of the South Korean 
_ Processing industry is dependent on foreign 
Countries for the bulk of raw cotton it uses. 
_ Likewise, the food industry and daily necessaries 
- dustry have to get raw materials from outside. 


In South Korea, machine factories are so poorly 
equipped that they can hardly do even repairing.

This clearly reveals how utterly bankrupt the 
South Korean industry is and how thoroughly it 
is subjugated to the U.S. economy. 

The influx of surplus U.S. agricultural] pro- 
duce and fertilizer unsuitable to South Korean 
soil ruined South Korean agriculture. Mere, 
heavy military burdens weigh down the shoulders 
of the peasants. South Korea, which once en- 
joyed a _ grain surplus, now suffers chronic 
famine. 

In recent years trade has become extremely 
unfavourable to South Korea. Its import is 20 
times greater than export. No wonder even the 
South Korean paper Sanup Kyungje Shinmoon 
commented that ‘‘South Korea is a typical U.S. 
colony.” 

So long as U.S. occupation of South Korea 
continues, there will be no way out for the bank- 
rupt South Korean economy. Nor will the South 
Korean people be ensured elementary rights and 
freedom. The only way out is to drive out the 


Yanks from South Korea. And the anti-U.S.

The whole world was shocked and indignant 
at the crimes committed by the Hitlerites in the 
Oswiecim and Majdanek concentration camps. 
Never before in the history of mankind had there 
been recorded such sordid pages. 

However, U.S. barbarities in 
make the Hitlerites blush. 

From the first day of the U.S. imperialists’ 
janding in South Korea, they started turning the 
country into a huge concentration camp. Even 
the French paper Ce Soir commented: “The U.S. 
imperialists have committed in South Korea the 
most vicious crimes in the 20th century.” 

The U.S. imperialists entered South Korea as 
cutthroats, terrorists, and gangsters. 

The period from the U.S. imperialists’ occupa- 
tion of South Korea to this day has been marked 
by the people’s intensified struggle against the 
U.S. aggression, U.S. barbarity and slaughter. 

In 1949 alone, no less than 109,000 innocent 
South Korean people were massacred. Then be- 
tween September 1949 to February 1950, the 
U.S, imperialists and their puppets under the 
name of ‘‘punitive action’’ burnt some 135,000 
farm houses and drove out ‘the inhabitants. 

In Cheju Island, about 70,000 or a quarter of 
the population were killed in the period from 
1948 to 1950. 

Muccio, then U.S. ambassador to South Korea, 
brazen-facedly said: From the humanitarian point 
of view, some might not agree with such an ac- 
ticn, but it was quite admissible for attaining the 
set object.

Such is the very logic of the 
U.S. aggressors. 

The bestial viciousness of U.S. 
imperialism reached the zenith 
in the period of the Korean war. 
The cold-bloodedness and feroci- 
ty of U.S. imperialism is unri- 
valled in the history of war. 


One of the directives of the 
U.S. command to the men in the 
war read: Kill as many Koreans, 
young and old, as you can. It is 
the duty of the Americans. 


In the Korean war U.S. im- 

iiiiteaaaas perialism brought into play one- 
third of its army, one-fifth of its air force and 
the bulk of its navy. And it spent 20 billion dol- 
lars and used 73 million tons of war supplies. 
Indiscriminate aerial bombings, massacres, bury- 
ing alive, germ and chemical weapons, and 
wanton destruction were some of the favorite 
means the U.S. imperialists resorted to in the 
Korean war. The U.S. aggressors reduced to as- 
hes 8,700 factories, 600,000 houses, some 5,000 
schools, about 1,000 hospitals and dispensaries, 
about 260 theatres and cinema houses, thousands 
of cultural and welfare establishments and hun-: 
dreds of churches and temples in the northern 
half of the country in the Korean war. 

During the short period of their occupation 
of North Korea, the U.S. imperialists, the 20th 
century man-eaters, massacred hundreds of thous- 
ands of innocent people. They murdered about 
15,000 people in Pyongyang and 100,000 in 
Hwanghai Province. 

Roughly 35,300 people were butchered in 
Shinchun County, Hwanghai Province. Among 
them were some 11,200 women and children and 
old people. 

The U.S. beasts gouged out people’s eye-balls, 
tore their limbs apart, ripped open their abdo- 
mens and drove nails in their heads. More, the 
U.S. imperialists used war-prisoners in testing 
atomic and germ weapons. 

In South Korea too people were 
right and left. 

Thousands of citizens were thrown into the sea 
cffi Pusan. In Taegu citizens were murdered en © 
masse, and 2,700 peasant houses in Yoochi Sub- — 
county, South Chulla Province, were burnt down. 
They stabbed, burned to death or buried alive 
the people, men and women, old and young. 

According to UP, on September 15, 1951, 
about one million people were killed. 

All this proves once again that U.S. imperial-

Despite all these atrocities the U.S. aggressors 
could not bring the Korean people to their knees.

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A Plan for Enslavement 
and Plunder

The South Korean military regime is making 

noise’ about what they call ‘“‘the first five-year 
plan.”’ 
- According to the plan, a number of “key in- 
dustries such as electricity, coal, cement and 
fertilizer industries’ will be developed during the 
“five-year plan period’ so as to “establish a self- 
supporting economy and lay the foundation for 
industrialization.”’ 

So the fascist military rogues whose main 
trade is murder now have added a new word, 
“economic plan,” to their vocabulary. 

Of course, ever since they came to power they 
have been saying that they would ‘“‘strive to 
develop economy and stabilize the people’s liv- 
ing.’ But what actually they have done is noth- 
ing but the intensified suppression of the peo- 
ple. Economy has only further declined and the 
people’s living sunk deeper in the mire, 

Among the South Korean people voices de- 
manding the removal of economic crisis have 
grown louder and the anti-military regime senti- 
ments become stronger. The military regime is 
pressed harder than ever politically and econo- 
mically. Its fate hangs in the balance. Now the 
military ruffians are desperately trying to allay 
the anti-government sentiments of the South Ko- 
rean people and bolster their tottering position 
by relying on the international reactionaries, the 
United States and Japan first and foremost. 

The ‘‘first five-year plan’, too, is another such 
desperate scheme. However it can fool no one, 
and the South Korean people are mocking at 
this. ; 
The military regime expects from this reac- 
tionary ‘‘five-year plan” reinforcement of their 
tottering military terrorist rule by building an 
economic foundation with increased economic 
support to landlords and comprador capitalists. 

This ‘‘plan’’ confers many privileges on land- 
lords and comprador capitalists. Under this plan 
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the spheres of railway and highway building, 
port and public facilities as well as electricity 
and coal will be expanded to create favourable 
conditions for economic activities of comprador 
capitalists. Moreover, the comprador capitalists 
will enjoy greater financial assistance. Taxes wiil 
be lowered for them, not to speak of new ex- 
emptions. All in all, the plan makes easier for 
them to accumulate a fortune. 

The 1962 “‘budget” of the puppet government 
clearly reveals this. Comprador capitalists who 
are engaged in the military supply and export 
and import are to receive grant-in-aid’ or loans 
and are protected by tax reduction and exemption. 


Contrary to this, the military hordes have tight- 
ened control over the national capitalists, who 
are made to organize ‘guilds’ with the aim of re- 
ducing them to subcontractors who will be at 
the mercy of the comprador capitalists. 


The military ruffians are also pursuing the 
policy of protecting and promoting the growth 
of landlords and rich peasants, giving special 
protection to them. One of the main features 
cf the ‘‘five-year plan’ is to grant them farming — 
funds for reclamation, livestock breeding, seri- 
culture, fertilizer, etc. 


Another reactionary aspect of the ‘‘five-year 
plan” lies in the fact that. it is so drawn up as 
to create favourable economic conditions for — 
U.S., Japanese, West German, and other foreign 4 
monopoly capital to enter South Korea on 4 © 
wider scale. Privileges will be given to foreign 
capitalists in running the South Korean economy. 

The military ruffians intend to cover a quarter — 
of the total investments, about 2,500 million — 
dollars, envisaged under the “‘five-year plan’ 
with foreign capital. In fact, funds from foreign — 
sources constitute the key to the so-called “five 
year plan.’’ Success or failure of the “plan” 
hinges entirely on foreign capital. 


That is why at present the military hordes are 
“all out to secure aggressive foreign capital. 
They have already issued. the. “law on favcilitat- 
. the introduction of foreign capitai’? which 
~ ensures foreign capital. unrestricted extraterri-. 
torial rights and set up even the “foreign capital 
introduction bureau’ and the “information cen- 
tre for foreign capital introduction.’’ Even those 
who amassed fortune by illegal :methods during 
the Syngman Rhee administration are dispatch- 
‘ed to European countries to negotiate loans. An 
attempt is also being made to invite Japanese 
monopoly capital to South Korea through the 
“South Korea-Japan talks.” 


To create favourable conditions for foreign 
q capital, the military hordes during the ‘‘five- 
year plan period’’ intend to concentrate capital 
‘investment on the. ‘‘third industry’ such as 
transport, communications, electricity, services, 
f ‘which will strengthen the latent military poten- 
_ tialities. 

- With a_ view to increasing the production of 
military supplies, the military hooligans are 
Scheming to draw even the insignificant civilian 
industry into munitions industry for the aggres- 
sive U.S. imperialist army. 

- In the meantime, a very small sum is earmarked 
‘for metal, machine and chemical industries which 
are most important in laying the foundation for 
‘independent economy. Thus South Korea will 
‘remain a military base, a market for the US., 
and a fertile ground for foreign capital. 

The military hordes are going to intensify 
i F lunder under the name of mobilization of ‘ ‘inter- 
tial capital.” This reveals another phase of the 
“reactionary nature of the “‘five-year plan.’ They 
expect that the ‘“‘internal caiptal’ will ‘‘cover 
‘three-quarters’ of the total fund needed for the 
“five-year plan,” its sources being the ‘“‘hudget- 
ary revenue’ and the mobilization of “private 
Capital.’ 

_ The chief source of the “budgetary revenue”’ 
of the South Korean military regime is taxes. The 
Mobilization of ‘“‘private capital’ is to fatten a 
handful of comprador capitalists by plundering 
‘Me broad masses of people. Under the slogan 
 austerities,”” the military bandits are forcing 
Masses to practice “‘economy’’ and put aside 
Money for ‘‘savings.’’ Workers and office emplo- 
yees whose wages are below the minimum living 


‘ost are forced to have “savings” from their 
‘Wages. 
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' The peasants are also drawn into this. They 
are forced to save more than 1,000 hwan per 
camani when their grain is “‘purchased’”’ or when 
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they get “loan on security.” The military black- 
guards have amended ‘“‘the price control act” to 
check the rise of wages and grain price. Then 
“strike prohibition act’? and ‘aw on taxation”’ 
are enacted to strengthen the system of plunder. 

The new “tax law’ which was revised before 
the compilation of the budget is most favourable 
{ce comprador capitalists while putting the broad 
masses in a most unfavourable condition. Tax 
burden of comprador capitalists was lightened 
thanks to the greater indirect taxes, to the reduc- 
tion in the number of tax brackets, and to the 
clauses for tax reduction and exemption. Tax 
burdens of the people became heavier. With 
the new “tax law’’ the rate of indirect taxes 
increased from 64 per cent to 70 in the total 
revenue. As a result, the South Korean working 
masses have to bear an additional tax burden of 
38,100 million hwan. | 

As all these facts show, the military ruffians’ 
“self-supporting economy under the “five-year 
pian” is nothing but an intensified plunder of the 
people, complete dependency of the South Korean 


~ economy on foreign capital and utter ruin of the 


already bankrupt South Korean economy. 
* % % 

It is sheer nonsense to talk about the “‘self- 
supporting economy”’ under the ‘five-year plan.” 

South Korea has been turned into a U.S. colony 
with its economy under the complete sway of U.S. 
imperialism. It is also absurd to establish ‘‘a self- 
supporting economy’ with aggressive foreign 
capital. History is yet to witness a country attain- 
ing independence by relying on an outside force. 
Nor has there been any case where a country 
established a_ self-supporting economy with 
monopoly capital of foreign imperialists. 

A self-supporting economy can be established 
not by any alien forces but by the efforts of the 
people concerned. It is no secret that capital in- 
vestment of the imperialist monopolies in under- 
developed countries is aimed at raking in super 
profits. The avaricious and predatory Japanese 
and West German capital is penetrating into 
South Korea. About the craftiness of Japanese 
monopoly capital the whole world knows. In the 
past the Japanese monopoly capitalists under the 
guise of “‘aid’’ and “‘protector’” made inroad into 
Korea, put the economy under their control and 
then turned our country into their complete 
colony. The Japanese monopolists fattened on the 
blood of the Korean people. 

The promise of the South Korean military fas- 
cist regime that it would establish a “‘self-sup- 
porting economy” with aggressive foreign capital 
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is only an offer of the South Korean economy as 
a “sacrifice” to foreign monopoly capitalists, to 
the U.S., Japanese and West German capitalists. 
And it spells speedier ruin for the national 
economy. 

There is little possibility for them to set up a 
“self-supporting economy’’ with “‘internal capital” 
either. With the economic instability growing, the 
South Korean businessmen have little interest in 
investment. ‘ 

The soaring prices of raw material, the ever 
rising government charges for electricity, trans- 
port and others and _ the sky-rocketing taxes, 
repeated devaluation of the hwan in favour of 
the U.S. dollar, price control, and decreasing pur- 
chasing power—all these confront the South 
Korean businessmen with great difficulties in 
marketing and securing funds. 

Yet the “five-year plan’ of the South Korean 
military regime foresees the investment twice 
as much private capital as the average sum of the 
investment of private capital made between 1958 
and 1960. And this is utterly unrealistic. Likewise 
getting funds from taxation is unfeasible. On top 
of the vast military expenditure, to secure a huge 
amount of fund for the “five-year plan’ is beyond 
economic power of South Korea. It will lead to 
the aggravation of financial crisis and inflation, 
thereby further dislocating economy and making 


life more difficult for the people. It is too ob- 
vious that the mobilization of “internal capital” 
by means of taxation, forced saving, etc. 
will not work. Moreover, the growing resentment 
of the people against the military regime will put 
the military rogues in a tight spot. All this 
bespeaks that no ‘‘self-supporting economy”’ will 
come out of the ‘five-year plan.’’ Nothing of the 
sort. The military fascists themselves admit this. 
The ‘premier’ of the military regime said that 
they ‘‘would need scores of years to make five- 
year economic plan work on the basis of indepen- 
dent economic growth.’’ (Tongwha Tongshin, Feb. 
27.) If the military ruffians cling to-the country- — 
selling, traitorous economic policy so as to forci- 
bly carry out the “five-year plan,” it will further 
aggravate the social and economic contradictions 
of South Korea as well as their political and 
economic crisis. 

No matter what it does, the military regime 
cannot put down the resistance of the South 
Korean people or save itself from imminent ruin. 

The only way out of the South Korean catas- 
trophe and of relieving the people from the mire 
is to drive out U.S. imperialism, sweep away the 
military ruffians, realize the unification of the 
country by the Koreans, and develop in a unified 
way the national economy relying on the powerful 
economic foundation in the northern part. 


Wretched Conditions of the South 
Korean Workers 


LEE HYUNG MAN 


The conditions of the South Korean workers 
keep worsening politically and economically be- 
cause of the untold fascist suppression and pil- 
lage by the U.S. imperialists and South Korean 
military gangsters. 

The Pak Jung Hi military regime adopted 
“Wage Freezing Law” to freeze wages which 
barely meet one third of the minimum living 
cost. In many instances wages. were sharply cut. 
Even according to the very limited investigation 
conducted by the military regime-controlled 
‘Hankook Bank’’, in the field of manufacturing 
industry wages were cut down by 8 per cent in 
the first two months following the military coup. 
In the same period earnings of carpenters and 
plasterers in Taegu city were cut down by 30 
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per cent on an average. The wages of the work- 
ers of the ‘Oil Depot’ of the U.S. army in In 
chon were lowered by 45 per cent at one time. 

In the meantime the price hike registered 184 
per cent last year. So, when this is taken into 
account, real wages of the South Korean workers 
were reduced by 22-54 per cent. 
~ Monthly wages of the South Korean workers 
are no more than 16 hours’ wages of the Ame- 
rican workers, so that even the Seoul Christian 
Broadcasting Station commented that in no place 
in the world were wages so low as in South 
Korea. 

All this results from the fact that South Ko- 
rea has been turned into a U.S. market, that the 
U.S. plundering policy has ruined the national 
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economy of South Korea, and that there exists a 
Jarge army of the unemployed. 

Moreover, the reactionary financial policy of 
the military fascist regime which allots the 
greater part of the national budget to war and 
police expenditure has further reduced the wages. 
Especially, the “fund freezing law’ has tightened 
jndustrial funds, with the result that the amount 
‘oi unpaid wages keeps rapidly increasing. : 
_ Today, wages in arrears are quite common in 
* South Korea. 

 7o withhold wages is.a common thing at 

‘Jand construction sites.” The government-con- 

rolled Samhwa Iron Works failed to pay wages 
for a year and more. Wages withheld by 64 

government and private enterprises amounted to 

‘more than 591 million hwan. 


, women and child workers are much lower. 
Women and unskilled workers are paid half 
“% wages of men and skilled workers, and ju- 
¥ yenile workers one-third. 

a The working people of South Korea simply 
cannot live on such wages. However, the military 
‘a ling circle, under the name of “‘austerities’, 
_ forces workers and “government officials’ to 
save part of their wages. Sometimes wages are 
aid in the form of saving books. 


Under these conditions, workers frequent the 
lood bank to sell blood to stave off starvation. 
According to the South Korean paper Sanup 
‘Kyungje, the number of workers who sold blood 
‘in 1960 increased 22-fold as against 1956. 
‘Particularly after the military coup, the figure 
‘shows a more rapid growth, 

BS More, the South Korean workers are constant- 
 - 


y threatened with unemployment. 

_ Hapdong Tongshin dated June 30, 1961, re- 
4 ‘ported that in the first month after the military 
coup some 35,000 government officials and some 
60,000 press and _ publication workers were 
thrown out of their jobs. The number of the un- 
employed has increased by 500,000 since the 
“Military coup. Under the circumstances, it is 
quite out of the question for the Souih Korean 
_ Working people to think of labour protection ar- 
Tangements and_ safety devices not to mention 
freedom and democratic rights. 

According to the doctored figures released by 
‘the department of commerce and industry of the 
“puppet regime on December 7, last year, as of 
the same month the number of death caused by 
“accidents in six collieries under “Daihan Coal 
_ Mining Co.’’ increased by 18 per cent as against 
the average death toll in the past four years. 
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Such being the case, wages paid to day labour- . 


The military fascists have come. out with the 
traitorous plot of “emigration” to sell off the 
people to plantation owners of the U.S., Latin 
American and South-east Asian countries. More, 
they are scheming to bring Japanese capital into 
South Korea and offer it labour force at a cheap 
price. 

Fearful of the mounting resistance of the work- 
ers, the military gangsters have enforced martial 
law since the coup. Furthermore various procla- 
mations have been issued. Trade unions have been 
disbanded and _ the workers are barred from 
strike, and only government-picked trade unions 
are permitted to ‘function’. 

Moreover, in order to, chain the workers to 
non-rights and submission, they drew up ‘“‘Labour 
Standard Law Amended.” It only provided for 
longer working hours, authorizing wholesale un- 
fair dismissal, shrinking severance pay, and 
shortening what they call “‘vacation.’”’ Under this 
“law” employers can make the workers stay on 
their jobs 16 hours a day. Along with this, the 
military gangsters did away with the ‘‘system of 
dismissal notice’. Now a worker can be thrown 
out without notice at any time. 


Such plight of the South Korean workers is 
caused by U.S. occupation of South Korea. So 
long as the U.S. imperialists remain in South 
Korea the lot of the people will not improve. 
That is why the South Korean workers inspired 
by the socialist construction in North Korea are 
resolutely fighting for self-dependent unification, 
life, freedom, and democracy despite the severe 
suppression under martial law. 


In August last year workers of Taejun 
Railway Bureau waged a strike demanding rein- 
statement of workers’ unfairly dismissed.
